that she could streamline the state's 
bloated human-services agencies, 
as she plans to do. Marasco said she 
could and would do even more than 
Tucker 

She said that she would have 
voted to merge the Mass. District 
Commission roads in Boston into 
Mass Highway. She also supports 
Mitt Romney's plan to merge Mass 
Highway with the Turnpike 
Authority. She frowned upon quasi- 
public companies like the Com- 
monwealth Corp. because they 
duplicate services offered by state 
agencies such as the Massachusetts 
Division of Employment and Train- 
ing. Commonwealth Corp. doesn’t 
have state salary caps and offers a 
separate pension plan, she said. 

The candidates top three issues 
can be summed up as follows: 

For Tucker: 

1. To revive the Massachusetts 
economy, maintain jobs, bring jobs 
to the area. 

2. Education reform; economic 
difficulties can’t stop progress. 

3. Reform state government by 
making government more innova- 
tive and customer-focused. 

For Marasco: 

1. Stimulate the economy. Cre- 
ate jobs. 

2. Find the resources to fund 
essential services such as education 
and public safety. ; 

3. Restore balance and credibili- 
ty to state government. 


School building projects 

With half of the schools in 
Andover needing state reimburse- 
ment for construction costs, Maras 
co said that a time limit for repay- 
ing towns is important and that 
money could be found elsewhere in 
the state budget to pay towns. 

“That's the only way our com- 
munities can plan,” said Marasco, 
who’s been endorsed by Mitt Rom- 
ney and Citizens for Limited Taxa 
tion. She suggested business plan- 
ning and quarterly reports to help 
cities and towns to plan their bud- 
gets. Marasco said that when she is 
elected she will meet with commu- 
nity leaders to find out what their 
needs and expectations are. 

Tucker believes that the state 
should adhere to a strict schedule 
for paying back towns for these 
projects. “That’s a contract, in my 
view, between the state and the 
local communities,” said Tucker. 
Asked what should happen when 
the state simply doesn’t have the 
money Tucker said, “It’s a matter 
of setting priorities, and certainly 
reimbursing our communities as 
promised for commitments they’ ve 
made for new schools is top priori- 
ty. 


Public bidding law 

Marasco believes the public bid- 
ding law should be reevaluated, but 
said that it was up to the governor 
to change it. “I would not take a 
cookie-cutter approach to the bid- 
ding process. I think that we need 
one for building, one for supplies 
and one for contractual services,” 
said Marasco 

Tucker said that the public bid- 
ding law needs serious change. “It

“It has outlived its usefulness 
and I’m working with local officials 
in my district to figure out how we 
can make this better, because right 
now it’s a broken system,” said 
Tucker. She said that Andover was 
a perfect example of how the law 
has frustrated local officials and

Chapter 40B, Anti-Snob law 

’ Tucker and Marasco both 
believe that Ch. 40B, popularly 
known as the anti-snob zoning law, 
needs reworking. The law currently 
allows developers to bypass local 
authorities to put in building pro 
jects if a town’s housing stock 
includes less than 10 percent 
affordable housing. Marasco thinks 
that a 10-percent minimum actually 
inhibits the growth of low-income 
housing. 

“It seems to me that we're mak- 
ing cities and towns jump through 
artificial hoops to achieve what 
every city and town wants,” said 
Marasco. She said that lowering 
taxes and restoring local aid to 
communities would do more to cre- 
ate affordable housing. “I think the 
best mechanism for affordable 
housing is to put more money in 
people’s pockets so they can afford 
the very housing they seek,” she 
said. 

“It’s an old law that was not 
written to address the severe hous- 
ing shortages we have today,” said 
Tucker. Tucker cited her affordable 
housing bond bill to reclaim 
derelict buildings and turn them

to the state,” said Marasco. 

“The formula is under constant 
assault and whenever there are 
changes, there are winners and 
losers,” said Tucker. She said the 
communities she represents get | 
their “fair share” of state education | 
money 


Special-education funding 

Tucker said that towns need 
more money from the state and fed- 
eral government to pay for special- 
education costs, but that school sys- 
tems need to be more innovative 
Marasco said that she would work 
with local leaders to come up with a | 
solution, but that increasing taxes 
isn’t the answer. She suggested a 
regional approach to special educa- 
tion services.

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Focus on student-teacher ratios, not playgrounds 


Editor, Townsman: 

As a member of the School 
Building Committee and as a par- 
ent of two children, one at each of 
the new schools, I wish to com 
ment on Gerry Gustus’ letter in 
the Oct. 24 Townsman. 

I know that Gustus sincerely 
believes that playground equip 
ment is essential for High Plain 
Elementary School and that it 
should be paid from town rev- 
enue, as opposed to the PTO bud- 
get. The building committee is 
aware of his strong desire for a 
quick commitment that there will 
be funds available for playground 
equipment. 

The reason that the building 
committee cannot make such a 
commitment at this time is 
because we are still in the process 
of calculating how much money 
will be available after construc 
tion is completed. Now that the 
end of the project is near we are 
assessing the merits of claims 
submitted against the town by the 
contractor, and claims the town 
has against the contractor and 
vendors. With this information 
we will know the final cost of 
construction and the amount of 
funds available to be spent. We 
are currently estimating the cost 
of playground equipment as well 
as the other furnishing and equip- 
ment the principals have recom- 
mended be included in the pro- 
ject. 1 am hopeful that there will 
be some funds available for play- 


ground equipment. But we will 
not authorize additional purchas- 
es until we know that money will 
definitely be available 

Now, as a parent, I wish to rec 
ognize the principals, teachers 
and staff for transforming the new 
building into two new schools. A 
real sense of a community has 
developed in the schools in a very 
short period of time. This is a 
tribute to the dedication of those 
working in the schools. 

I am, however, concerned 
about the size of the classes and 
the current School Committec 
class-size policy. Even the most 
dedicated teacher cannot be as 
effective in a larger class. Our stu 
dents recognize the impact of 
class size on their education. In 
larger classes, they find there is 
less opportunity to participate, 


there are more distractions and 
less interaction with teachers. 
Large class size and class par- 
ticipation are not compatible. A 
class of 27 or 28 should not be 
within the class-size policy. 
| hope that the discussion of 
education in Andover will not 
focus on playground equipment. 
While playground equipment 1s 
important, it is not as important as 
how we educate our children 
within the four walls of a class- 
room. | hope that the School 
Committee will review the class- 
size policy and consider the bud- 
vet tradeoffs that would have to 
be made to reduce class size. 
Budget decisions are not easy, but 
their effects on our children are 
long lasting

ow stretching across the road, | 
realized I had gone far enough and 
high-tailed it back to town. 

That night I lay crumpled in a 
bath. There was no bath plug so I 
had to shove my heel in the drair. I 
was a broken man. My body was 
wracked and my feet were swollen, 
but it was my will that was busted. 
I was moving on. Forget Castle 
Dracula! 

That was when I heard it. A 
baleful whining and howling from 
outside my window. “Wolves, chil- 
dren of the night,” | thought dream- 
ily. Wolves figure big in Stoker's 
Dracula. Dracula sends them to 
tear apart people who try to get in 
or out of his castle. Of course, these 
were just street dogs fighting; fren- 
zied by the moon, but it 
was meaningful to me. I 
had come too far, seen too 
much. The story couldn’t 
end in a bathtub! 

Sleeping on it fortified 
me and | marched to the 
bus station the next morn- 
ing. 

A bus stopped in the 
village of Arefu, near the 
castle, but my driver was 
instinctively worried 
about me walking alone 
from the village to the cas- 
tle and offered to drive me 
there. He dropped me off 
with an old man who was 
walking up the road. The 
old man was the most col- 
orful character | met in 
Romania. | thought of him

as Renfield, Dracula’s mad slave in 
the Stoker book. As far as I could 
tell the old man worked selling 
tickets and postcards at the castle 

He didn’t speak any English, 
but he was conscientious. He 
explained everything we saw in 
great detail — in Romanian. The 
first and only thing he said to me 
all day that I really understood was 
the word Dracula. He drew out 
each syllable like he was Bela 
Lugosi. Then he’d laugh like an 
evil henchman from a *50s horror 
flick. Each time he was ready to 
say it, he would make us stop and 
take a dramatic pause before say- 
ing the name. 

We rounded a mountain pass 
and there the castle was, perched 
out on the edge of the mountain. 


‘The sight made me giddy. As we 


got closer, my imagination took 


over. On a moonlit night when the 
fog rolled into the surrounding val- 
leys, the castle must have appeared 
to float on air. The fires that lit its 
windows must have filled the peas- 
ants with dread. 

We walked 1,484 stairs to reach 
the castle. It is small and in ruins, 
but is still impressive. It rises out 
of a mountain crag. Dracula’s pris- 
oners had to carry all of the build- 
ing materials up a mountain and 
build the castle on a small, uneven 
slope. They were surrounded on all 
sides by sheer drops. 

I touched each of the ruined 
stone walls, knowing that I was 
touching history. The old man gave 
me a lively description of the castle. 
He mimed shooting arrows from a 
window. Before I left, he took my 
picture (below, left) standing in 
front of the castle’s broken tower. It 
seemed my journey was over 

But Dracula was evidently still 
watching. And he hadn’t finished 
with me yet 

As the old man and I walked up 
the hill, a dog followed behind us. 
It stayed at a distance, as the street 
dogs do. But when I left the castle 
and the old man behind to make 
my way down, another dog joined 
the first. Halfway down, a third dog 
showed. I looked down at the road 
and saw more dogs scavenging and 
started to worry. 

There was nothing but an army 
post between the castle and Arefu, 
more than a mile away. But there 
was only one bus from Arefu back 
to town. I had to make that bus 

I walked steadily to the path, 
showing no hesitation when the 
dogs came in my direction. The

count soon grew to six, and they 
were getting curious and bold.

CMGI loses $591 million for year 


CEO expects more losses before CMGI is profitable

NOTICEABLY LER CMGI 
Inc. has reported a 2002 operat- 
ing loss of $591 million, signifi-

Chief Executive Officer George 
McMillan said the company’s inability 
to close deals for some of its under-per- 
forming assets meant the company will 
likely lose between $10 million and $15 
million in the second quarter of fiscal 
2003. He previously said the company’s 
expenses, excluding certain items, 
would match revenues by that time. 

“The economic environment across 
the board is extremely difficult at this 
time. We are having to work these busi- 
nesses very, very hard and carefully to 
get to profitability.” McMillan said. 

For the year, CMGI, which now 
focuses on three areas - supply-chain 
management, e-commerce and technol- 
ogy services - reported net revenues of 
$708 million, a 39-percent decrease

MeMillan said much of the improve- 
ment in the company’s losses had to do 
with the stabilizing value of CMGI 
investments. But he also took credit for 
forcing CMGI's six remaining majori- 
ty-owned companies to focus on prof- 
itability. 

“Nobody gave us a chance a year 
ago, as you probably remember, to 
make it (to break even) and have cash to 
spare, and we will,” he said. 

As of July 31, CMGI's reserves of 
cash and cash equivalents stood at $257 
million. Cash usage for the quarter was 
$44 million, a 44 percent decline com- 
pared to the previous quarter. 

The company, which rid itself of 
Web-hosting firm NaviSite Inc., also of 
Andover, and software advertising firm 
Engage Inc., said its cash usage rate for 
the upcoming quarter would likely be 
$77 million, in part because of the | 
divestitures. But the company will exit 
the first quarter with approximately 
$180 million in cash and cash equiva- 
lents, McMillan said. 

Further divestitures, and possibly 
some new acquisitions, are likely, but 
McMillan said fewer job cuts could also 
be expected. The company now has to 
show it can improve its bottom line by 


generating profits, not slashing workers, | 
he said. 


“A substantial amount of the gains 
don’t lie in the headcounts the way they 
did a year ago,” McMillan said.

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Taking 
creative 
aim at 
change

The three artists who sat on 
stage at Phillips Academy's 
Kemper Auditorium were 
empty-handed. 

The forum, held the evening 
of Thursday, Oct. 24, wasn’t 
about showing off their artwork. 
Rather, they talked about the 
changes their work helped effect 
— or the changes they hoped to 
see. 

The panel discussion, titled 
Public Art as a Catalyst for 
Social Change, drew only a 
handful of listeners.

Girls swim & dive, soccer teams finish at ep of MVC

The Andover High girls soccer and girls 
swim/dive teams won Merrimack Valley 
Conference championships recently, while 
the AHS field hockey team came within 90 
seconds of grabbing a share of the confer- 
ence title. 


Girls soccer had a little help from an 
unlikely ally, Central Catholic, as it edged 
out Chelmsford for first place. 

The Lady Warriors finished the regular 
season undefeated in league play, nudging 
past stubborn Methuen 2-1 in its MVC 
finale, while Central upset Chelmsford by 
the same 2-1 count to hand the Lions their 
first conference loss. 

Andover finished 10-0-3 for 23 points 
and Chelmsford closed at 9-1-3 for 21 
points. 

This is the 12th time in the last 18 years 
Andover has won or shared the MVC title 
in girls soccer. 


The three-time reigning state champion 
Andover girls swim and dive team wrapped 
up its fourth straight perfect dual-meet sea- 
son, trimming archrival Chelmsford 95-83 
to close at 13-0 overall and 10-0 in the 
league.

In field hockey, defending MVC champ 
Andover needed a victory over first-place 
Methuen in the regular season finale for 
both teams to earn a share of the title. 

The Lady Warriors were clinging to a 1-

with just 1:30 to play and held on for a 1-1 
tie to clinch the title outright. 

AHS finished 13-1-4 overall, including 
11-1-4 in the MVC for 26 points, while 
Methuen closed at 13-1-2 for 28 points.
